ASSAC elections for the spring term are over, 
and fall president Chris Miller has been returned to 
office for a second consecutive term, along with 
five of the six incumbent senators who ran for 
re-election. 

The better than two-to-one margin of Miller's 
victory over opponent Michael Congdon, the 
support exhibited for the current senators and the 
fact that ASSAC vice president Darlene Jacobson 
ran unopposed for re-election would seem to 
indicate a firm mandate for the ASSAC officers to 
continue with the same programs and philosophy 
as they have in the past. 

However, only 129 students voted in the 
week-long election. This doesn’t suggest an 
especially broad base of support for ASSAC 
government. Granted, community college elections 
traditionally have underwhelming turn-outs, but 
something is seriously wrong with student 
government when less than 10 per cent of the 
1600 eligible ASB card-holders show up to vote 
for their leaders. 

- Somehow, ASSAC government has failed to 
reach the majority of ASB members, not to 
mention the greater number of unaffiliated SAC 
students. el DON feels the first order of business 
for Chris Miller and the ASSAC senate should be 
to investigate this lack of participation and interest 
in student government in order to find out why 
students don’t get involved and what it is, if 
anything, that will draw them into the democratic

student government, and they should be 
encouraged to continue looking for avenues of 
additional funding and to expand ASSAC 
activities, notably the intra-mural program. 
However, the only way to really reach the 
majority of students is to address those areas that 
are central to their interests and. needs at SAC, 
academic affairs and student services in particular. 
el DON believes the time has come to expand 


the concept of student government beyond simply ` 


providing traditional activities. Miller’s effort on 
behalf of the Legal Aid Clinic is a step in the right 
direction. More ideas come from the platform of 
Congdon. Bike paths, a food co-op, a dental 
program and the initiation of educational 
programs are innovative ideas that warrant a hard 
look from the ASSAC senate. 
el DON further suggests that ASSAC begin to 
approach a more active role in the areas of 
curriculum development and faculty review. 

Finally, el DON advocates a concerted effort on 
the part of ASSAC officers to seek out 
members-at-large from the student body to 
participate in the planning and administration of 
these programs, as well as serve on committees to 
constantly review and constructively criticize 
student government activities. 

It is very difficult to involve students in ASB 
government, but the ASSAC officers can do it if 
they begin to speak for and represent student 
interests. more accurately and aggressively. Once

US Supreme Court denies 
pregnancy aid; OK'd by state

According to the U.S. 
Supreme Court in a 6-3 decision, 
employers who exclude 
pregnancy from sickness and 
accident disability insurance 
plans are not discriminating 
against women. 

The case involved 43 women 
employes of the General Electric 
Company, who were all pregnant 
in 1971 and 1972. Last year 
they filed suit claiming 
pregnancy benefits were barred 
from the GE disability program 
and violated the sex 
discrimination prohibitions of 
Title VII of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964. 

In six U.S. Circuit Courts of 


Appeal all concluded that 
“excluding pregnancy from 
disability programs was illegal 
under federal law.” The 


Supreme Court reversed all the 
lower court findings. _ 


Many Women's rights groups 
and business organizations were 
waiting for this decision which 
would set a precedent for all 
further cases of this kind. 

JoAnne McKim, history 
instructor at SAC, has very 
negative feelings toward the 
ruling. 

“It is quite reprehensible 
where women don’t have the 
secruity of not working that 
such a decision can be made,” 
said McKim. She added, “This 
decision is. highly suggestible 
that women can be hired and 


. fired because of the chance of 


becoming pregnant. Even 
possibly some employers may 
apply some requirement that a 
woman should be sterilized for 
employment.” 

The GE program for 
disability provides leave for such 
things as plastic surgery, hair 
transplants, and some others 
which would only pertain to the 
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male sex. Among these are 
vasectomies, protatectiomies and 
circumcisions. 

Although the decision was to 
apply for all of the United 
States, California has its own 
plans. 

Starting Jan. 1, 1977 the 
Employment D evelopment 
Department (EDD) will start 
paying for all pregnancies on 
doctors’ orders three weeks 
before and three weeks after, 
according to a spokesman of the 
EDD. 

Besides California, four other 
states have their own disability 
plans for pregnant women. They 
are New York, New Jersey, 
Hawaii and Rhode Island. 

SAC’s Coordinator for the 
Women’s Center, Anne Peralta, 
commented that the ruling 
entailed too many complications 
for strong opinions, stating that 
“pregnancy was a condition, not 
an illness.” 

She said, “Society doesn't 
look at it (pregnancy) like a 
responsibility. Many women are 
perfectly healthy to work most 


of that time, but it is also 
healthy for the woman to spend 


some time with her baby.” 

She also replied that men 
were not discriminated against 
for being a father and what was 
being overlooked was men and 
women together have babies, not 
just the women.
